The Weather

Is hot for the mountains, but cx-
cept in the sun, would strike a
stranger as pleasant enough. The
highest range we have known this
season was on yesterday in the
shade a 2 p. m., when the mercury
stood at 78. Tke differences, de-
pendent wnpon locality are very
great. The change at night, every-
where, i§ great. Monday. morning
we noted our thermometer at 5 a,
m; it stood at 62. Af the seme
place on Bunday at 2 p. m. it was
at 82. The nights here are always
pleasant, 2ud in the hottest weather
at midnight the highest range 18
70, and almost always ut daybreak
at 62 to.64—very rarelv Ligher.
This is the charm of the mountain
climate, and marke the difference
between it and that of the lowlands.

The Accident on the Virginia Mid-
land Railroad.

From thia Charlotte Chronicle of
last mr'n we clip the following ac-
count of the accident on theVir-{.:
| ginia Mid!and railrosd, which has
been* briefly noticed in these colw
umns hefore :

“The Richmond & Danville trzic
due here trom Washing at 12:35 p.
m. last Bunduy, did not arrive until
9 p.m. The delay was caus=d by
l:he wreck of the Louisville express3,
a train comnosed of VirginiaZMid-
land and Chesapeake & ‘Ohio CATS,
which run over the Virginia Midland
line from wWashington th Charlottes-
ville. The train flew the track when
roun liag a curve near Fairfax court
house,and everythins went duwn
the embankment, save the rear
a!eeper The engine lairiy flew into
tae air and was torn all to pieces;
the baggage car wes shivered to at-
oms; the seoond class car was
crushed out of all shape, the trucks
and floor of the first class car were
broken up and the forward end of
the sleeping ear next to the first
class coacli was crushed in like an
eggshell. The rear sleeper remained
on the track and was uninojured,
Four people were killed . outright,
and twenly-seven passengers were
injured, more or less. The mz2a who
were killed were the engineer, lire-
man, baggageman, and a telegraph
operator who was ridingon the en-
gine.

logs. The locution derives its
available wnlue from the raiiroud
which passes by the mill door, and
farnishes the Lransportation indis-
pensable for operalions.

The country around in & wilder-
ness of mountain and forest, and the
settlements nre few and smalil. Lo
mountaing erowd down closely and
precipitately to the water side, leav-
ing only & narrow ran for the pas
sage of the railread; and on the
Teoneessee, near the junction, a belt
from fifty to seventy five yardsin
widdi; and on this, the mill anod its
adjunets find o narrow footing. The
mill iz t} e most completeol its kind
we huve ever visited. When Capt
Gee invited us to ‘walk into the
“miil room” we thought the name a
somewhat anmbitious oae to apply to
a saw mill floor, usually encum-
bered with strips of refase, slabs,
sawdust heaps, and confusion of
planks and logs and saws. Bat
when we stepped on the well

laned floor, and looked up at the

road, clear, truss roof, nud saw the
admimbly arranged carriage tracks,
und the perfect wachinery, bright
and clean, disposed #s if in an ex-
position building, we yielded very
submissively fo the .correctness of
Capt. Gev's descgiptiye rame of the
“mill room.”” Tt is one bundred feet
longitid Bty wide; the rool is u
metal one, upheld hy trusses so that
the eye enconnters no obslraction
through the the presence of upright
supports. The machinery is run by
steam, an engine of 175 horse power
giving motion to the saws. A bat-
tery of three steel boilers each 28
feet long generates the steam. There
are two saws, one band, the other
circular, the former consmutmg a
nine foot band mill, the saw, im-
ported French blade, being 58 feet
long and 10 inches wide. Besides
the sawe, there is a gang edger for
cutting out defective heart lumber,
and a saw for equalizi..g the length
of lumber, und in fact all the appa-
ratus needel for a perfect mill, such
as this is.

Between the
river is the basin, du out
with great labor, suppli with
water by a canal 24 feet wide and
2,000 leet long, at the head of which
i3 the boom, at which the logs from
above are caught and floated down
to the elip.

Exten from the mill slong,
and paullaf with, the railroad track
is a platform for assorting lumber,
with track for loading. This is to
be extended further up the river.

Another canal is to be cuat
on the Tuckaseegee side to float the
logs from that stream into the basin.

ber by water, the railroad briugs a
large quantity; and all the lumber
is taken away by rail, though conu-
